Although suspension began as 
of Friday January 5, no formal 
charges hav. been made at this 
time. It is expected that charges 
and a formal investigation soon 
will be forthcoming 

Jenkins had no comment 
concerning his recent 
suspension 

Vice-President of Academic 
Affairs Harvey Reddick made no 
comment beyond stating that 
Jenkins had been suspended and 
that normal investigating 
procedures will follow. He did, 
however, say that suspension 
does not imply guilt, and that 
further discussion prior to 
investigation could prejudice the 
case 

Similar statements of “no 
comment” came from Floyd 
Mullinix, Dean of Academic 
Administration 

The suspension implies neither 
guilt nor innocence, but is 
merely the procedure 
established by the office of the 








exert a harmful effect upon the 
academic functions of the 
University, those that adversely 
effect the students, the 
administration, or other faculty 
members, and those that 
adversely effect the teaching 
process of the proper 
administration of the 
University.” 

As a permanent assistant 
professor of the University, 
Jenkins falls under Section 
24306 of the Education Code 
which states that “A permanent 
or probatjonary academic or 
nonacademic employee may be 


dismissed demoted, or 
suspended for the following 
causes: Immoral conduct 


unprofessional conduct 
dishonesty, incompetences, 
physical or mental unfitness for 
positions Occupied, failure or 
refusal to perform the normal 
and reasonable duties of the 
position, conviction of a felony 
Or conviction of any 
misdemeanor involving moral

1969 who is currently in the 
General Education tutorial 
program, has been denied tenure 
by the history department. 
Kofsky’s academic specialities 
are Black history and especially 
Black music as a means for the 
re-interpretation of Black 
history. He learned of the 
decision in a letter he received 
January 3, 1973 from _ the 
History department chairman 
Robert C. Donaldson 

The letter gave “evidence of 
unsatisfactory performance” 
which “weighed heavily against” 
Kofsky by the members of the 
Retention and Tenure 
Committee who voted against 
granting him tenure. 

Basically. the charges are 

] Kofsky is “unnecessarily 
abrasive’ toward middle class 
whites and “unduly pro-Black”’ 
in his behavior and grading 
policy 

2. Kofsky. “contributed to a 
demoralizing atmosphere” fo 
his colleagues in the General 


history department. 

4. His courses have not been 
systematically evaluated by 
students and ‘‘neither the 
Director of Afro-American 
Studies nor the Associate Dean 
of General Education have felt 
they had sufficient knowledge to 
respond to ‘requests for an 
evaluation of his work. 

5. He has not maintained 
regular office hours nor “‘posted 
a home phone number” thereby 
making it difficult for students 
and faculty to reach him 
6. He fails to attend most 
department and division 
meetings 

He has acted as a “divisive 
force’’ among his colleagues 
because of his ‘‘unusually 
non-cooperative’ temperament 

8. None of his publications can 
be termed “distinguished” by a 
majority of the Retention and 
Tenure Committee 
Kofsky stated simply that the 
charges were “not true”. He

Frank Kofsky, complete with 
reddish beard and hair, is as 
interestingly diverse as his 
lifestyle and dress. He had an 
early interest in Biophysics, but 
became fascinated in Black 
history and Black music. He has 
free-lanced as a photographer, 
and has wntten many books, 
one of which is ‘Black 
Nationalism and Revolution in 
Music” 

Kofsky was an undergraduate 
physics major at Ca! Tech. He 
was then admitted to the 
University Medical School at 
U.C. There he took a course in 
Biophysics. So he remained 4 
years, to pass his PhD exams 
but not to complete his thesis 
Feeling he did not have the 
attributes for laboratory science, 
he went to L.A. State for his 
M.A. in History. Then he went 
to Pittsburg University and 
started his PhD in Diplomatic 
History. While working there, he 


was hired at CSUS to teach 
Black history 
He has had no formal 


background in Btack history and 
Black music, despite his 
intentions to get such 4a 
background at L.A. State in the 
mid-sixties. Finding no courses 
available, he proposed courses in 
Black studies, but was laughed 
at. No courses were available at 
Pittsburg either. So he pursued 
Biack studies on his own. 

He has taught Black history 
and Black music courses which 
include “Black History from 
Unwritten Sources”, and ‘Black 
Music from Spirituals to the 
Present Day”’. He has also taught 
graduate seminars in Black 
history and educational theory. 
Presently he teaches in the 
Tutorial Program, where his 
seminars cover Black identiy 
expressed through music His 
book “Black Nationalism and 
Revolution in Music” is used in 
these seminars. 

Kofsky wrote the book because 
he saw things that needed to be 
said that weren’t being said by 
others. Certain people were 
staging attacks on John Coltrane 
and the musicians associated 
with him. Kofsky thought the 
attacks were illegitimate. He also 
felt the works of the younger 
musicians, through which a 
social commentary was 
emerging, was also being 
attacked unfairly. 

Seeing the opposition the 
musicians were getting musically 
and socially, he tried to 
articulate some of the things the 
music stood for, and why he 
considered the music to be 
legitimate 

He wanted to describe the 
disparity between how the 
musicians were being treated, 
and the money that was being

made out of their music by 
people who were in the right 

Positions. These things lead to 
research, interviews. and 
ultimately the book. But it did 
not come about easily. Kofsky 
encountered a problem in 
finding an outlet for his 
materials and his books. Besides 
the book, Kofsky has written 
articles which he has published 
in Rolling Stone, Down Beat 
and underground papers 

In the East, he couldn't find 
publishers for the book because 
they felt at the time that it was 
dangerous and radical. So he had 
to put the book aside for awhile 
Renewed interest in 1969 caused 
Kofsky to bring the book out, 
revise it, and get it published in 
1970 

The important 
book is to see that 
Black music cannot be viewed as 
a body of music, but to get a 
complete understanding, it also 
has to be viewed as the lives of 
the Black people. The point of 
the book is to discuss, analyze, 
and present the works of John 
Coltrane and people associated 
with him. 

And secondly, to try to draw 
out the social corallaries 
between his music, and what the 
Black people in the masses are 
feeling. It runs along two tracks, 
music and social, with the 
primary interest in social and 
historical, with some attempt at 
musica! analysis, stated Kofsky. 

Frank Kofsky, looking at the 
book now, finds some 
imperfections in continuity. He 
feels it needs to be revised and 
updated, yet he is of two minds 
On one hand, he wants to review 
the book by being more specific 
and detailed about certain 
aspects of the music, and giving 
greater depth to the musical 
analysis. On the other hand, he 
is considering putting his 
additonal material in a second 
book, a sequel to the first 

The book can be purchased in 
the bookstore, periodically at 
Tower of Books and in most 
bookstores in the Bay Area. 

He has written a book on the 
introduction and the sources of 
the humor of Lenny Bruce, 
Southern Expansionism of the 
1840’s and 1850's, White 
Radicals and Black Nationalism 
from 1920 up to the early 
1960's, and the Credibility Gap, 
an analysis of public deception 
in conducting of foreign affairs 
from the 1890's to the present,

continue teaching, the method 
he likes best, which is availing 
himself as a resource person, and 
to continue writing and 
researching areas which he has

not like him and that the charges 
were “manufactured now to get 
rid of me.” 

He believes that once the 
department found out that he 
was about to complete the 
minimum requirement for 
tenure, a PhD, it had to come up 
with other grounds for denial of 
tenure, namely the above 
mentioned charges 

Kofsky reasoned that the 
charges, if they are true, were 
never brought to his attention in 
three previous mandatory letters 
of evaluation dating back to 
1969. 

In his first letter of evaluation 
dated November 20, 1969, no 
mention of any of the above 
problems was made. It stated, in 
part, that in his case there was 
only one reservation expressed 
by members of the Retention 
and Tenure Committee which 
could affect his tenure. “This is 
your status in regard to the 
completion of the PhD.” 

His second letter of evaluation 
dated December 16, 1970 made 
mention of no problems except 
his lack of a PhD. It stated that 
his teaching performance was 
“considered favorably” by the 
Committee. 

No mention was made of any 
problems in his third evaluation 
letter dated January 31, 1972 
which commended him for 
Progress made toward his PhD 
“as weil as the continued 
satisfactory performance” of his 
duties as a faculty member 

His students’ reaction is 
Overwhelmingly in support of 
him. Many students echoed the 


Sentiment that it seems the 


creative, innovative professors 
always get canned. 

Jan Ramquist, an elementary 
school teacher and former 
student of Kofsky’s said, “He's 
the best professor I’ve had at 
State. He is also the most 
accessible. I'm white middle 
class and I’ve never found him 
abrasive.” 

“His door was always open if 
you needed help,” said Sam 
Pannell. The senior social science 
major went on to say, “If they 
think the students are going to 
sit by and let this shit lay in the 
wayside, they re crazy.” 
Dorothy Frank, a_ graduate 
student, said, “He's the only 
professor | know who is 
interested in me as a human 
being and a minority student.” 
“He allows me the freedom to 


develop my own potential in any 
area that interests me,” said a 


freshman student of Kofsky’s. 

Donald Dake, an ex-convict 
who is a freshman said, “Frank 
Kofsky’s Unparalleled 
knowledge of social studies and 
history has been exiremely 
beneficial to my development as 
a student and as a productive 
member of society.” 

Sherryl Tasby summed it up by 
Saying, “to terminate him would 
be an affront to higher 
education.” 

Faculty reaction has been 
mixed. Several of Kofsky’s 
colleagues in the history 
department refused to comment 
on the issue. However, one 
professor did say, ‘There is no 
way of getting ahold ot the 
person. Nobody in the 
department or administration 
can find him.’ 


Along with the dissatisfaction 
among the faculty, there is also 
praise. Dr. Nick Bond of the 
psychology department said, “In 
my opinion he’s one of the well 
Known jazz authorities in the 
world; his book and some of his 
articles are internationally 
known and his interview article 
on John Coltrane is one of the 
best known single articles in jazz 
literature 

“The usual academic historian 
is not into Black music and is 
therefore not especially qualified 
te evaluate Kofsky’s work. | 
would expect that the editors of 
every jazz publications in the 
world value his work highly 
otherwise, why did they publish 
it?” 

David Covin, Associate Dean of 
General Education, in regard to 
the allegation that Kofsky 
“contributed to a demoralizing 
atmosphere” in the General 
Education tutorial program, said 
that he did not know where the 
history department got that 
information because it did not 
come from him. He declined to 
offer an evaluation of Koisky’s 
work, as requested by the 
department in early 
December, because he felt it was 
an internal matter for the 
history department, not for the 
tutorial program 

The red-bearded historian plans 
to protest the decision. He is 
currently planning his case 
which he wants reviewed by a 
faculty grievance committee. He 
has indicated he will fight for his

being inaccessible to students? It 
doesn’t EVEN make sense. 


I'm no expert on Ph.D. 
dissertations but Frank Kofsky 
knows his stuff when it comes to 
the subject of Black history and 
even more specifically Black 
music. HE has already had a 
book published, which with 
revisions will serve as his 
dissertation. The book, “Black 
Nationalism and the Revolution 
in Music’’, expresses the 
function of music in the lives of 
Blacks in respect to our status in 
American society. Sources for 
the book were interviews with 
men who have made music their 
lives Archie Shepp and John 
Coltrane to name a couple 
(Most of the photos were taken 
by Kofsky.) Being that the book 
contains such an impressive 
content, why is the book net 
“distinguished”? Could it be 
that phrases such as Black 
nationalism and _ revolution 
connote radical ideas?

In what was a preview of her 
course, Art and Ideas in 
American culture, to be offered 
this spring, Dr. Betty Chmaj 
presented « comparison between 
two recognizable eras of our 
history. Her presentation ‘The 
Thirties and The Sixties’ — used 


slides and music to aid the 
comparison 
More specifically it was a 


comparison between the Woody 
Guthrie era and that of Bob 
Dylan. Dr. Chmaj, recognized as 
a specialist in American Studies, 
attempted to convince her 





audience that, indeed, these two 
decades are strikingly similar 

Dr. Chmaj bases her thesis of 
similarity on the theory of “the 
double-attraction of American 
arts." On one hand, there ts the 
interest in telling the truth, the 
reality of our lives and an 
interest in the people and the 
particulars of their everyday 
lives. On the other hand, there is 
an interest in transcending these 
particulars. There is a striving for 
the higher forms of existence. 
The 1930's was the time of 
Roosevelt and the New Deal

Retirement at 39 Predicted

Is it possible for man to live 
longer? Dr. Carl Eisdorfer of 
Washington says it is 

So why isn't everybody happy 
if this is true? Eisdorfer say to 
find the answer “we have to 
look at what it is like to be old 
in America today.” 

In today’s society, aging means 
a “series of assaults” on the roles 
and relationships people 
developed through the years, he 
says 

It also is a treacherous physical 
time. Fisdorfer said three out of 
four older people have one 
chronic illness and about 50 per 
cent have two chronic disorders 
which can range from diabetes 
to hemorrhoids. 

He said 46 per cent of the 
elderly have physical 
impairment which hinders their 
daily routine, be it house 
cleaning, employment, or 


some 


cooking 

Age also attacks the senses 
hearing, sight, smell, and touch 
And these physical losses often 
produce social losses 

Eisdorfer says one out of five 
people live 
poverty level. That ratio used to 
be higher so “they lowered the 


older below the 


poverty level and enriched a lot 
of peoples’ lives on paper 
Approximately 4 to 5 percent 


of the nation’s elderly live in 
nursing homes.. Some, he said 


“are denied “the right to make

‘If we make a prisoner out of a 
person because he is 70 years old 
and sick, how 1s that person 
going to feel about 
Eisdorfer questions society 


living? 


Society assumes that at age 65 
all people magically begin to age 
The retirement cut-off-point, 
established to meet the 
economic needs of the 1930's, 
has been adopted by society as 
the supreme indicator of the 
onset of old age 

But Eisdorfer says there is no 
such thing as old age. And, as if 
to throw holy terror into the 
middle-agers who accept the 
stereotype of the 65 year old, he 
detailed a US. Senate study 
made by five economists 

He said they reported that. if 
the country continues at the 
present rate of production and 
maintains a 40 hour work week 
with people entering the labor 


market at the same average age 
(19), people will not be able to 
work more than 20 years 

“That means by the end of the 
next decade people will retire at 
an average age of 39,” Fisdorfer 
said. “Will we still maintain then 
that aging with 
retirement?” 


begins 


kisdorfer said the psychology 
of aging is the psychology of loss 
and one of those losses is the 
ability to achieve. Retirement 
eliminates the chance to succeed 
in work. Death of a spouse ends 
the role of being a good mate 

“So the need to achieve 
becomes a fear of failure, ” he 
said 

Fisdorfer believes ambition can 
be replaced with something 
positive. “The drive to succeed 
could give way 
called wisdom,”

Next to WAREMART Food Store 
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was the time of John Kennedy 
and the New Frontier. It was the 
era of slogans (‘“‘Make Love Not 
War’’ and ‘‘Power to the 
People’’) and marches on 
Washington; an era of 
Beatlemania and rock n’ roll. 
The heroes were Ralph Nader 
and Johnny Carson. Bob Dylan 
was its musical spokesman. 

Dr. Chmaj made extensive use 
of slides and music to show just 
how similar these times were. 
Both generations were 
consciously new and aware that 
they were beginning something 
new. (This is evident by the use 
of the terms New Deal and New 
Frontier.) Both were a time of 
intense energy and activism. 
That the songs of both eras had 
vigorous dances is an indication 
of the desire of the people to 
physically respond to the beat of 
the music 

The art of the two generations 
again shows parallelism. The 
central impulse of 30’s was to 
recover the idea of America - its 
pictures were titled ‘‘The 
American Gothic” and “The 
American Tragedy”, and in the 
60's the motivating force was 
still the concept of “The 
American Dream.” 

There are major strains found 
in both generations, that of 
social comment and the feeling 
of regionalism. In the 1930's the 
commentary was on the working 
conditons L. the factones and 
the living conditions in the 
urban areas. Comments were 
directed towards the 
establishment, ‘‘the power 
elite’ of the society. The 60's 
commentaries were on the 
campus riots, the civil nights 
marches and the violence of the 
era 
Back in the 1930's musicians 
hike Aaron Copeland used folk 
songs (particularly the songs of 
the frontier West) for the basis 
of his compositions. The 
paintings of this time were of 
the life of the farmer and his 
hardships 

Then in the 1960's came Andy 
Warhol with his Coke Bottles 
and soup cans, bringing down to 
earth our American lives 
In the finale of her 
presentation, Dr. Chmaj warned 
the college community not to let
